The judges
add their scores to the stu-
dents’ scholarship and acti
vity records and name the
winners.

In the zone competition,

all third place winners will
receive $25 cash awards;
second place winners, $50,
and all first place winners
will go on to the finals in
May, where they will re-
ceive not less than $150
and may win up to $1,000.

To operate such a large
program, the bank divides
the state into six geographi-
cal division, with identical
awards in each division.
